incomplete contract to take some of u. 
Mr. Am-33 testified that he waa holding 
iis ntouk IQ trust for General GardeM, 
\V, D. Kjlly and myself, which all thred 
of us denied under oath, and 
tbiit tbe 


three initial checks he produced—two 
for $329 aud one for $1,200—repre- 
sented dividends paid us on it. 
But he 


presented no receipts from cither of us 
on these initial checks, and no witness 
to their pretended payment, while we 
all swore we never hud seen them aud 
never had received thu amounts named 
in tbe checks as dividends, and the 
cashier of the Sergeaut-ut-Aniis swore 
to his belief that be paid these very 
identical checks to Anies himself; and 
John T. Drew, a lawyer of Vermont, 
when he returned from Europe 
after 


Congress hud adjourned, averred be saw 
the $1,200 Ames drew m a check to 
"S. C. or bearer," paid by Ames to uu 
other man with whom he h .cl boon talk 
ing. 
As other claims of the late Mr. 


Ames have since been settled, aud us 
none of tho stock he said ha was hold- 
ing iu trust for us has been 
found 


among his pap.ers, it is as evident as 
asiomatic truth that there was uo such 
stock; and, in the face of the fact that, 
however confused his memory might 
have been by the great excitement of 
tbe p»riod, the three initial checks were 
BO different from all the rest of

Yesterday Mr. S. C. Fogus extended

The largo building is filled with 
a perfect net-work of machinery, from 
the basement to the top of the third 
story, while oach separate machine 
moves along smoothly performing its 
allotted portion of the work, and all to- 
gether without a jar or u false motion 
anywheru. 
When Mr, Fogus coni- 


mencsd work on tho building more than 
two years ago no one suspected that he 
would succeed iu establishing

West of the Kooky Mountains, and no 
one is more astonished thau Mr. Fogns 
himself, and it shows what a man ot 
energy and push cun accomplish in the 
face of seeming impossibilities. 
The 


machinery is all of tho very latest im- 
proved style, and the working of this 
machinery and that used in our grand- 
father's days is greater by far than that 
between tho hand-nail and tho latest 
improved thresher and separator. 


THE PROCESS 


Of reducing wheat into flour must be 
seen to bo understood and appreciated. 
On the first floor is a large bin iuto 
which tho grain is dumped from the 
sacks. 
From here 't passes over a 


"staker" to which a strong blast is at- 
tached, which, to some degree, removes 
loose impurities, such as c'haff, straws, 
smut and other light subata noes, when 
ths grain is sent in an elevator to the 
third story where it is passed through 
a inachire called a 


SMtllTEr., GEADEK AND SSPAKATEB, 


An ingenious apparatus manufactured 
at Burlington, Iowa. 
This machine, 


by means of valves and blasts, makes 
thiea grades of the wheat; tho dust and 
other foreign substances forming one, 
the light and imperfect kernels another 
and the perfect grain a thud, which iu 
this process of separation has been 
thoroughly cleansed and scoured. It ib 
then returned to tho second Ktory for a 
further cleansing by a machine called. 
EIOHABD&OM'S SCOUKEK 
AND POLISHER. 


This machine performs its work by 


attrition, where by a rapid movement, 
the grains of wheat rub against each 
other until every particle of bran-fiber 
or other impurities that may by chance 
have escaped tha other machines is 
thoroughly 
and 
effectually removed. 


The grain now prepared for the first 
reduction is passed to a sot of rolls, 
called 


A EEDUCEB, 


Which is manufactured by the Case 
Manufacturing Company at Columbus, 
Ohio, and sold by W. E. Catlin & Co., 
Chicago. 
Here again is three separa- 


tions, the germ and sea.m impurities be- 
ing removed forms one grade, the mid- 
dlings another and las tly the perfect, 
purified grain which is now ready for 
the final act of being converted into 
flour and is passed thence to a machine 
invented by Jonathan Millu, a Wiscon- 
sin mechanic, and is called

And after passing through this mill is 
again conveyed to the top of .tht- third 
story from 
whence it passo.s down 


through a system of bolts to the pack- 
ing chest and is ready for the baker. 
The middlings which p,>s3 from this 
machine as well as that from the bolts 
is collected and passed thr ough an ap- 
paratus called 


THE LACROIX MIDDLINGS PUTinTIEB 


Which is perhaps the most ingenious 
machine in the building. 
'.The work 


here is performed by lopidly moving 
screens arranged ever a traveling blast, 
which removes all specks of foreign 
matter and particles of bran remaining 
in the middlings, and when thus puri- 
fied the 
substance is again passed 


through the rolls aud on through tho 
bolts to the packing chost. 
Tho bran 


which accumulates from all th.'s varied 
manufacturing of the wheat is passed 
through a machine made expre ssly for 
the purpose which removes overy par- 
ticle of flour that by any possibility may 
have remained, finally leaving th B bran 
absolutely nothing but the dry hi ills of 
tho wheat.
